CITY TRAFFIC nULES 
WILFULLY, CHARGE 


Expect No Punishment 
Because of Limited 
Police Force. 


STUPID DRIVERS HELD 
ALSO TO BE MENACE 


New Left-Hand Turns and 
Overloading Among Other 
Provisions Ignored.

What is wrong with Washington 

traffic? 

Further study of this question, which 
was asked in an article in The Post 
yesterday, in which were set forth the 
fundamental aspects of a_ situation 
that amazes intelligent observers, in- 
dicates: 

First, that there exists an abiding 
ignorance on the part of thousands of 
drivers of the requirements of the local 
traffic regulations, and, 

Second, a disposition on the part of 
thousands of others who do know the 
regulations to violate them when and 
where they will because they feel their 
acts wil be unpunished in view of 
the limited enforcement which the 
undermanned police department is 
able or willing to give to the traffic 
code. 

Two Dangerous Types. 

Traffic authorities, generally, are un- 
able to agree which is the _ greater 
menace to street and highway safety, 
the driver ignorant of the regulations 
or the wilful violator of them. It Is 
universally agreed, however, that both 
are dangerous types and that public 
safety demands their removal] from the 
traffic picture through revocation of 
their operator’s permits, or their re- 
form:through the application o1 severe 
penalties by strict enforcement of the 
law. 

“The driver who, through stupidity, 
can not conform, or the one who, 
through wilful irresponsibility of self- 
ishness, will not conform to the de- 
mands of safety, is unfit to operate a 
motor vehicle today,” says one of the 
keenest traffic minds in ths country. 
“If he can not be taught, out he must 
go.” 

Those who decry the continued de- 
plorable traffic situation in the Na- 
tional Capital, a situation that per- 
sists in spite of the admitted sound- 
ness of the local traffic code, accept 
this opinion with the rigorous weed- 
ing-out that it implies. If this process 
of elimination requires more diligence 
on the part of the nolice department 
or enlargement of the department, or 
both, they are convinced there is no 
other alternative. 


Left Turn Provision Ignored. 


As an evidence of the fact that there 
is a large proportion of local drivers 
ignorant of the regulations, one need 
look no further than the new left- 
turn provision of the code which has 
been effective here for more than 40 
days now. Whereas the new regulation 
requires that such turns at police or 
light-controlled intersections be made 
from the right-hand lane, many driv- 
ers still persist in pulling over near 
the policeman, as under the old pro- 
vision. 

A justly and intelligently adminis- 
tered rebuke was given to two motorists 
for this display of ignorance by a po- 
liceman at a downtown intersection re- 
cently. 

“Until you learn how to make a left 
turn you had better drive on to an 
intersection where there is no officer,” 
said the policeman to each of the 
guilty drivers. That remark is being 
made many more times than it should 
be in a city whose population is rated 
at the Capital’s intellectual] level, ac- 
cording to many »olicemen on traffic 
duty. |. 

The regulations with reference to the 
rights of pedestrians are believed to be 
the strongest illustration of not only 
the ignorance that prevails with respect 
to the present traffic code. but also s6 
applied to the allegation of police in- 
difference to law violations. 


Pedestrian’s Plight No Better. 


The new regulations give the pedes- 
trian the unequivocal right-of-way over 
vehicular traffic making right turns 
at all police or light-controlled inter- 
sections. They require that vehicles so 
turning wait until the way is clear. 
Yet, a study of any downtowr inter- 
section during the rush hours of the 
morning or evening will reveal that 
the pedestrian’s plight is but little im- 
proved over that which existed under 
the old provision. Motorists drive 
through the pedestrian line, obviously 
ignorant that they are violating the 
law, and the traffic officers are accused 
of letting them “get by” with the prac- 
tice on an amazing scale. 

At all other intersections, where 
there is neither an officer nor a sig- 
mal ight, the pedestrian has the abso- 
lute right-of-way over all vehicular 
traffic. Does he get it? Here is an 
illustration witnessed by the writer: -

Tirana, Albania, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—An 
authoritative source today said that 
Albania was about to change from a 
republic to a monarchy, with President 
Ahmed Zogu as king. This decision 
was said to have been arrived at as 
the result of many meetings of the 
ministers. 

It also was said that parliament had 
dissolved itself to make place for a 
constituent assembly on August 25, 
which will revise article 141 of the na- 
tional constitution, which prohibits a 
change in form of government. Proc- 
lamation of a monarchy may follow 
leameciavely after it is legalized. 


President Zogu has been at the head 
of the Albanian government almost 
continuously since the war. He was 
at first premier, and as such was-driven 
from office for six months in 1924. He

regained control, however, and pro- 
claimed Albania a republic, of which 
he became president. He was elected 
to a sé€ven-year term in 1925 by 
parliament. 

The president was entrusted with 
very wide powers, including the selec- 
tion of all of his ministers and a pro- 
portion of the upper chamber of par- 
liament.

America Wins Olympic 
Track and Field Honors 


U.S. Athletes Gain 8 First Places, Despite Reversals, 
to Score 173 Unofficial Points; Finland Sec- 
ond; Women’s Title to Canada.

Olympic Stadium, Amsterdam, Aug. 

5 (A.P.).-—Despite the worst series of 
setbacks they have suffered on any 
Olympi track, United States athletes 
captured track and field tcam honors 
in the ninth Olympiad for the ninth 
successive time. 

Americans, chiefly because of their 
tremendous strength in the fleld, to- 
taled 173 points for 22 events, while 
Finland, in second place, amassed 102, 
these two outdistancing the rest of 
the field. 

The first Olympic women’s track and 
fleld championship goes to Canada, 
whose girls captured the last two of 
five events in record-breaking fashion 
to beat out the United States. Thelr 
respective totals were 34 and 28 points, 
while Germany had 23 

In the men’s events, America won 
the team crown any way it is figured. 
They collected eight first places—fewer 
than they won at any previous Olym- 
pic—while Finland had five victories; 
Canada and Britain,

Japan, South Africa, France, Ireland 
one each. This repre- 
sented the widest distribution of 
honors on record. 

Germany, returning after a lapse of 
16 years, suffered a worse series of set- 
backs than the Americans. The Teu- 
tons with a team including several rec- 
ord holders, failed to win a single first 
place in the men’s events, and only one 
in the women’s. The meet, otherwise, 
was featured by sensational advances 
in the scoring column of Canada, 
which produced a winner in both 
sprints, and Japan, who won her first 
Olympic title. 

Olympic records were shattered 
22 men’s events — four 
world’s marks, while two world’s rec- 
ords were equaled. World records 
were shattered in all five of the 
women’s contests. 

Final point recokoning in 
women’s events were: Canada, 
United States, 28; Germany, 
land, 10; Sweden, 8; Holland, 7; Japan, 
5; France, 3; South America, 2; Austria 
and Italy, 1 each.

The aviators had been in the air 
since 4:46 a. m., Greenwich mean time, 
Friday, and in 35 hours of flying had 
made a great circle out over the Atlan- 
tic toward the Azores, during which 
they had been sighted by two steame 
ships. Radio reports from these ves- 
sels first gave the world intimation that 
the Poles had abandoned their attempt 
to span the Atlantic and were nent 
back toward Europe.

Hopped Off Last Friday. 


Majs. Idzikowski and Kubala hopped 
Of from Le Bourget, the French avia- 
tion metropolis, near Paris. at 5:49 a. 
m. French time Friday in the sesqui- 
plane, the Marshai Pilsudski, with the 
intention of making a nonstop flight 
to New York. It was their intention

Despite Decreased Income 
From Oil Taxes. 


Mexico City, Aug. 5 (A.P.).—Mexican 
government revenues for the first six 
months of this year were more than 
10 000,000 pesos in excess of budget esti- 
metes, according to a formal statement 
of treasury receipts announced today 
by Secretary of Finance Montes de Oca. 
These revenues were obtained despite 
the decreased income from oil taxation 
coused by curtailment of production. 


The secretary said that this showed 
iinprovement of general business condi- 
tions in Mexico. The country he said, 
is in a wholesome situation, by which 
the government, with an efficient bud- 
get system and éconcmies ordered by 
President Calles, can now handle all 
current expenses withvut counting at 
all upon the oil revenues upon which 
some years ago it was -urgely dependent. 

This, according to financial experts, 
perhaps paves the way, through estab- 
lishment of an improved financial con- 
dition, with regard to current operating 
expenses, for a future new agreement 
with the New York committee of in- 
ternational bankers for the repayment 
oi the Mexican foreign debt. 

The statement of Montes de Oca Is 
the most detailed statement of current 
receipts which Mexico has issued for 
several years. It shows actual] receipts 
tor the first six months of 1928 of 
153,007,312 pesos, as compared with 
budget estimates of 143,388,771. 

This increase was shown despite the 
decrease of petroleum export taxes by 
roughly 1,400,000 pesos, and decrease of 
oi' production taxes by roughly 3,500,- 
000. Although 96 per cent of the for- 
eign oil companies are complying with 
the new oll laws and regulations, the 
government does not look for an im- 
provement in oil receipts until there 
is a substantial change in the world 
industry.

As New Radio Measure 


Measuring the power of radio sta- 
tions in horespower rather than in 
the present watts or kilowatts may 
be undertaken by the Federal Radio 
Commission as a result of numer- 
ous requests for a more understand- 
able method and to avoid misin- 
terpretation of “high-powered sta- 
tions” in public discussions, it de- 
veloped yesterday. 

In a statement by Commissioner 
oO. H. Caldwell, it was said that 
“speaking of a station in terms of 
horsepower would probably give a 
clearer conception of the actual 
power quantities involved to the 
minds of the radio commissioners, 
the general public and the radio 
leaders in Congress.” 

Caldwell then explained = that 
“one horsepower equals 746 watts. 
Knowing this ratio, one can read- 
ily translate bothersome electrical 
terms into famillar language. Thus, 
a ‘20-horepower station’ (like WBZ, 
WGN or KOA) means not nearly 
so formidable a station as one call- 
ed by the uglier term of ‘15 kilo- 
watts.’

Send- 
ing a special attorney to request 
Blackmer’s delivery to me by the 
French puts the task of apprehending 
Blackmer on the French police.”

As New Radio Measure 


Measuring the power of radio'sta- 
tions in horespower rather than in 
the present watts or kilowatts may 
be undertaken by the Federal Redio 
Commission jas a result of numer, 
ous requests for a more understand- 
able method and to avoid misin- 
terpretation of “high-powered sta- 
tions” in public discussions, it de- 
veloped, yesterday. : 

In a statement by’ Commissioner 

O. ,H. Caldwell, it ‘was said that 
“speaking 6f a station in terms of 
horsepower would probably give a 
clearer conception of the actual 
power quantities involved to the 
minds of the radfo com. .1issioners, 
the general publig and the radio 
leaders in Congress.” ; 
/ Caldwell then explained that 
“one horsepower equals 746 watts. 
Knowing this ratio, one can read- 
ily translate bothersome electrical 
terms into familiar language. Thus, 
a ‘20-horepower station’ (like WBZ, 
WGN or KOA) means not nearly 
so formidable a station as one call- 
ed by the ugiter term of ‘15 kilo- 
watts.’ 

“The only drawback to this 
nomenclature,” the commissioner 
sald, lies in the possibility of some 
wag referring to broadcasters like 
WGR, WEAO, WBT and WHA as be- 
ing ‘one-hogse stations’—which, of 
course, they are—their output of 
750 watts being abau exactly one 
electrical horsepower.” ’

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‘BOULDER DAM. 


_Reports from California. intimate that 
Mr. Hoover and Senator Johnson are not 
quite in accord.on several public ques- 
tions. An Associated Press dispatch 
from Palo Alto says: 

Here in California chiet interest cen- 
tera around whether the nominee will 
have anything to aay about the power in- 
dustry, anaubject which Senator Hiram W. 
Johnson haa made the big isaue in his 
campaign for reelection, There ta no 
doubt that the senator desired to bave 
Hoover come out strongly against the 
Operations of the organizations, which, he 
contends, have apent large sume of 
money to block Boulder Dam legislation 
There. have been indicationa that the 
Gq. O. P. standard bearer did not take 
kindly to such @ suggestion, aa the Repub- 
Hean platform was silent on that subject, 
Granting that the water power inter- 

ests are opposed to the Boulder Dam. cn- 
terprise, and making full allowance for 
Senator Johnson's sincerity in insisting 
that this enterprise is not a dangerous 
experiment in) Government ownership, 
there is still good and sufficient reason 
for the Republican party platform to re- 
main silent, and for the Republican. can- 
didate to deal warily with the subject. 
_ The Boulder Dam project is a very 
nebulous proposition. Engineering prob- 
lems going to the-very heart of the proj- 
ect have not even been attacked, much 
less solved. A special board of experts is 
now studying the primary problems in- 
volved at’ Boulder Dam, and until this 
board has made its report no one will 
know whether the plan is feasible or not. 
_ An equally important reason why Con- 
gress should go cautiously in this mat- 
ter is the fact that a conflict has arisen 
among the States concerned. Mr. 
Hoover worked hard to bring about an 
arrangement that would reassure al] 


these States that their rights would be 


fully protected, but the compact signed 
a few years ago was not found satisfac- 
tory. Arizona and Utah representatives 
in Congress are bitterly opposed to the 
_ project, and‘no one accuses them of being 
inspired by the water power interests. 

Naturally. legislators from other 
States are inclined to wait until the in- 
terested States can compose their differ. 
ences. Although President Coolidge 
once or twice referred favorably to the 
project® it became apparent later that 
his growing opposition to Government 
intrusion into~the domain of private en- 
terprise caused him to look askance at 
Boulder Dam. Probably the question of 
expense was also a factor in shaping his 
attitude. The cost of the dam is roughly 
estimated at $125,000,000, all of it fall- 
ing upon the United States Treasury, but 
engineers who have looked into the plan 
admit that the estimate is mere guess- 
work. One of the most competent engi- 
neers in the world has said that: since no 
one knows where bedrock may be found, 
' or how the Colorado is to- be handled 
diring construction, the ultimate cost 
may be two or three times as great as the 
amount named in the bill; and that the 
pressure upon the dam will be greater 
than engineering science up to this time 
has ever been called upon to meet and 
control. — 

Thus'it is apparent that the Republi- 
can platform framers were not acting in- 
advertently when they omitted reference 
to Boulder Dam. What Mr. Hoover will 
have to say on the subject in his speech 
of acceptance is obviously a matter of 
keen interest throughout the West. .

Some “economists” went off ov a 
tangent and leaped from the single premise 
of corruption under existing conditions of 
private management, to a demand for public 
ownership and operation. It takes a ing 
time for the pendulum of a big enterprise like 
that of the railroads to swing batk upon its 
course. But this appears to have come about. 
Public sentiment is becoming quite agreeable 
to mergers that promise service, while avoid- 
ing the chaos that marked uncontrolled rail- 
-roading in the old days,

has been found impracticable, however, and

ing sickness,” and they were rather disgusted 
that hey stupidity, so caused, prevented them 
from making her their convert. 

Whatever the difference, if any, between 
the disease known by that name and siwilar 
apcient anemic maladies, science is inaking 
progress in learning the cause and cure of 
sleeping sickness, and in due time it will join 
the retreating procession of diseases that for- 


merly terrorized mankind.

—These animals (or insects) prac- 
_. tically never carry a dose of poison 
large enough to threaten human life. 
The one exception is the black widow 
spider, and fatal bites by this animal 
are among the curiosities of medicine. 
For ordinary bites by members of this 
group apply ammonia water. Follow by 
applications of some refrigerant such 
ae-menthol. Apply ice bags locally. For 
bites by black widows Bogen gave a 
hyperdermic of morphine. He tried a 
convalescent serum. 


Mosquito bites—The saliva of a mos- 
quito is somewhat of a local poison to 
seme people., Others are immune. It 
acts as an irritant. It is said that a 
mosquito, left to feed undisturbed, sel- 


dom leaves any saliva in the puncture.’ 


Some claim that the harm done by mos- 
quito bites is the result of infections 
with bacteria and yeast cells. Bites by 
mosquitoes that have fed on bananas 
are said to be especially bad, because of

In ordinary mosquito-bites rub with 
a piece of moist soap. Apply a-1 per 
cent solution of menthol in alcohol. 
Ap dly an ice bag or cold water in a 
bottle. 


Wasp stings—The most generally used 
local application after any sort of in- 
sect bite is water of ammonia. This 
liquid is volatile and, therefore, cool- 
ing. It is alkaline and will neutralize 
any acid which it reaches. The poisons 
of insects are usually acid. 

Wasp poison is alkaline. Therefore, 
vinegar, or vinegar water, is used as a 
first aid application, on the theory that 
it will neutralize the alkali. This it 
will do in so far as it can reach the 
poison; but,.since the poison is under 
the skin and there is no absorption of 
the vinegar except through the punc- 
ture, this remedy does not always give 
relief. 

Evaporating” applications, such us 
menthol, camphor, and alcohol, are 
soothing. So is a cold cloth or cold 
water bott¥We. A 1 per cent solution of 
cocaine is used by some, but the effect 
is mental. Cocaine is not absorbed by 
the skin. 

Bee stings—The bee generally leaves 
a part of his stinger in the wound. 
This should be looked for and removed. 
Since the bee poison is a mixture of 
formic acid and an organic base, some 
preparation of ammonia makes the 
best local application. Water of ammo- 
nia is the one generally used. Spirits 
of ammonia is more cooling. Pastes of 
soda may help; likewise liquid soaps. 

Brown tail moths—Apply soda paste, 
liquid soap, or ammonia water. Fol- 
low with cold application. Five per 
cent carbolic acid is sometimes used; 
it is a sedative for the skin nerves. 

Red bugs—These mites penetrate the 
skin by the hair follicle route. Early 
washing with soap and water will re- 
move most of them. Mopping the skin 
with benzine or kerosene is effective. 
agape 200 locally applied, kills them 
in a single application. 

Tick bites—"emoving the tick by 
pulling is liable to cause the head to 
break off and remain behind, and this 
is dangerous. Use chloroform. Drop 
some chloroform on the bite and cover 
it with the cupped hand. Leave hand 
in position until the burning sensation 
becomes unpleasant.

GENEVA HEARS KELLOGE 
WILL DloGUSS OEA PAGT 


League Officials See U. S. 
Gaining but Little From 
Britain or France. 


BERLIN TO BACK AMERICA 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Geneva, Aug. 5.—It is understood in 
League of Nafions lobbies that when 
Secretary Kellogg sails from New York 
on the Ile de France August 18, he 
will carry with him something besides 
his pact to outlaw war. It is under- 
stood he will carry pretty specific in- 
structions for a talk with Sir Austen 
Chamberlain and Aristide Briand defi- 
nitely expressive of Washington’s opin- 
ion regarding the Franco-British naval 
agreement, 
Just how far these instructions may 
extend, league officials do not under- 
take to say. but they hint that any 
satisfaction obtained by America will 
be minute. According to their opinion 
the agreement adopts toward naval! 
construction, under the Washington 
Treaty, a point of view contrary to 
that maintained by the United States 
and they demonstrate through such 
unfavorable interpretation France 
could realize some of her desires for 
submarine increases and England a 
sanction other than her own for new 
cruiser contentions. 
From this an odd issue evolves. At 
any general disarmament conference, 
such as the Léague of Nations, finds 
itself unwillingly committed to in 
November the Franco-British compro- 
mise probably would have the effect 
of aligning Germany with America in 
opposition. Geneva declares that when 
it comes to land disarmament England 
would consistently join with France 
by wanting to apply reduction in 
standing armies only, not to reserves 
As all the world knows the chief mili- 
tary strength of France lies in these 
reserves, which, after military training 
have been returned to private life, but 
which can be transformed into an ef- 
fective army on_- shortest notice. 
Germany, herself already theoretically 
disarmed, would protest in the future, 
as she has in the near past, against 
this sort of thing, and probably be 
consistent in turn by criticizing the 
channel nations’ naval record.

HEARD of a man once who 6ent 
back to the photographer a batch 
of carefully retouched photographs 
with the comment, “Put back the 
wrinkles and I'll take them.” 

Men may like that Perhaps a 
very few women are, though I doubt 
it, A smooth, clear complexion that 
bespeaks health, right living and. a 
cheerful, serene mind is reasonably 
and rightfully something that every 
woman aspires to 

Wrinkles, I suppose, are inevitable 
as one gets into advanced years. Yet 
the day of their appearance can 
put off, literally, for years. Far too 
frequently, in these days, when a 
woman passes 30, her battle against 
wrinkles is on. Yet if, long enough 
before 30, she has started to adhere 
strictly to a few simple rules, she 
should have no battle other than, per- 
haps,.even more rigid adherence. 

The prime causes of wrinkles, men-

overindulgence in 
food or artificial stimulants, lack of 
regular exercise, wrong diet, lack of 
self-control, improper cleansing. 

There is not space in a single artl- 
cle to discuss each of these elements 
in its detail. This much may be sald: 

On the average, every adult person 
needs at least eight hours of deep, 
unbroken sleep each day, if the wear 
and tear on worn tissues and frazzled 
nerves is to be repaired. 

Too much food, 0o1 
eaten before teeth and saliva have 
done their work, leads to indigestion, 
improper elimination, bad health, age. 
Excesses of any sort, food, excitement, 
artificial stimulants, are bound to show 
their effects in the face. 

A diet made up largely of fresh 
vegetables and fruits, with a minimum 
of meat, rich foods and sweets com- 
bined with some regular exercise out 
of doors each day, will build surely 
and soundly. 

The habit of worrying, self-pity, 
peevishness, fretfulness, impatience 
and restlessness inevitably means the 
early loss of a youthful appearance. 

Finally, not a night should go by 
without a thorough cleansing of the 
face and neck, followed by the applli- 
cation of an astringent.

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MEETS WITH 
UMPIRES 
Knotty Problems Dis- 


cussed by National 
League Arbiters. 


EW YORK, Aug. & (A.P.).—At the 
first midsummer meeting of um- 
pires in the 53 years of National 

League history, arbiters of the senior 
major li circuit today discussed 
knotty problems and made suggestions 
for improvements through rules 
changes to John A. Heydler, president 
of the league. The meeting was at- 
tended by all eleven members of the 
staff. 

The umpires first discussed the pres- 
ent rule regarding home runs. A: ball 
driven over an inside fence or other 
barrier is fair or foul, according to 
where it leaves the playing field. One 
smashed over the outer barrier is fair 
or foul, depending upon its position 
when it disappears from view. 


The umpires favored a single 
rule covering both situations—the 
present regulation regarding drives 
over inner barriers—but they agreed 
that no change could be made un- 
tii tall poles marking the end of 
fair territory could be erected at 
all parks. 


The arbiters also suggested ‘that a 
space of at least two feet on each side 
of foul lines on fences be kept free of 
advertising and painted dark green so 
the white marks would stand out the 
more clearly, ° 

It was decided hereafter to permit 
only one player of the side at bat to 
leave the bench in anticipation of his 
turn at the plate and to enforce more 
strictly, 
from talking with persons 
stands.

Judge J. F. Rutherford’s Talk 
at Detroit Is Heard by 
Millions, Report. 


ORGANIZED CLERGYMEN 
RAPPED BY EVANGELIST 


Declares Many Ministers Are 
Helping Politicians With 
smoke Screens. 


According to its sponsors, the broad- 
Casting of the Sunday morning session 
of the International Bible Students As- 
sociation, assembled in convention yes- 
terday morning in Detroit, included 
more than 100 stations and therefore 
was the largest in the history of radio. 
It was heard by Washington listeners 
through Station WRHF. 


The principal speaker was Judge Jo- 
seph F Rutherford, successor to the 
late Pastor Russell, and who penned the 
slogan, “Millions now living will never 
die.” Judge Rutherford was at one time 
a Missouri lawyer, but later became an 
evangelical preacher and president of 
the International Bible Sudents Asso- 
ciation. 

“I had a telegram from one of the 
New York dailies,” Judge Rutherford 
said during the course of his address, 
“asking how much this hook-up cost, 
and who was paying for it. 

“My answer is that it cost 850,000 
and is being paid for by a multitude of 
Christians throughout the United 
States who are glad to do it.” At an- 
other time the judge remarked, paren- 
thetically, “Satan and the devil tried to 
prevent this hook-up, but were unable 
to do it.” 

Included among those broadcasting 
the address were Stations WORD, at 
Batavia, Ill., near Chicago, of 5,000 
watts power, and WBBR, at Rossville, 
N. Y., outside of New York City, both 
owned by Judge Rutherford’s organiza- 
tion. 

First Broadcast of Kind. 


The hour for the broadcast was set 
for 9:30 o’clock in the morning, so as 
not to be in conflict with the Sunday 
morning services being broadcast, thus 
marking the first country-wide broad- 
cast ever made at this unusual time. 

It was said the address was being 
beard in 36 States, three provinces in 
Canada, and was being relayed to other 
countries by short waves from Station 
WG at Schenectady. 

This would have been a wider terrl- 
tory covered than by the Lindbergh 
hook-up of 50 stations or the national 
conventions of 68 stations, neither of 
which reached Canada, or the proposed 
Hoover notification hook-up, which at 
this time comprises 75 stations. 

For the convenience of listeners in 
the Capital loud speakers were installed 
in the Pythian Temple auditorium and 
at several other points in the city. 

The visible audience which greeted 
Judge Rutherford at the Coliseum in 
Detroit, according to» the announce- 
ment which came over the radio, num- 
bered more than 12,000 persons. In 
addition to that loud speakers were 
place in Belle Isle Park about 10 miles 
away in Detroit, where it was said an- 
other crowd had assembled. 

Cheers could be heard to greet cer- 
tain remarks of Judge Rutherford. One 
of these was when he said: 

“If the subsidized press of this coun- 
try charges me with being an uncom- 
promising foe of organized Christianity 
they are welcome to it.” 


Criticized Organized Clergy. 


Another remark which appeared to 
meet with favor from his audience 
was when he asked: 

“Why is it the organized clergy op- 
pose those who tell the truth? Why 
do they throw up a smoke screen for 
politicians and the devil?” 

Then he added, “I answer because 
Satan the Devil is their god.” 

The publication of a new book by 
Judge Rutherford, the title of which 
is “Government,” was announced as 
being of special interest because of 
“this being campaign year.” It was 
asserted that “48,000,000 volumes of 
Judge Rutherford’s writings are now in 
the hands of the people.”

Will Start Today. 


LATTER HELD SINCE MAY 


Summoned to a special session by 
Judge Robert B. Peter, of the Mont- 
gomery County Circuit Court, a grand 
jury will convene at Rockville today 
to investigate the murder. charge 
against Samuel I Robertson, Bethesda 
contractor, who has been held in fail 
since May charged with slaying Ed- 
ward L. Mills, Hunting Hill, Md., dairy- 
man, 


Mills was shot to death in a pasture 
near his home July 7, 1927, by a black- 
garbed man who attached a note to 
his victim’s body, and fled into the 
underbrush. 


The arrest of Robertson came nearly 
@ year after the shooting, and was a 
result of a police investigation of an 
altercation between Robertson and Wil- 
son Trout, who lives near Potomac, 
Md. The cause of Robertson’s alleged 
attack upon Trout was never ascer- 
tained to the satisfaction of investi- 
gators. Robertson was arrested after 
he turned over to the police a gun 
which was declared to be similar to 
the weapon used by the Mills slayer. 
Each day since the accused has been 
in custody, his wife, Mrs. Mabel Rob- 
ertson, has been a visitor at his cell. 
Their four young children are left in 
the care of Mrs. Mary Best, a friend 
of the family, while the prisoner's wife 
drives to Rockville with baskets of 
luxuries which are not a part of the 
jail menu. 
At a preliminary hearing of the case 
shortly. after the contractor’s arrest, 
two Washington arms dealers testi- 
fiec regarding the purchase of auto- 
matic pistols from them a few days 
prior to the shooting.

Newark Has 387 and Wilkes-Barre 75 Who Carry

The street urchins who for a dime 
“shine ’em up” still are with us in 
large aumbers, despite the modern day 
shoe-shining parlors, according to a 


survey of seven cities made by repre- 
sentatives of the Children’s Bureau of 
the Department of Labor.

who raced by the first car on the right. 
In one act the youth had violated three 
provisions 0° the code—fallure to give 
right-of-way to the pedestrian, passing 
on the right and speeding. 

Was it ignorance or wilfullness? This 
is the issue that intelligent observers 
of traffic insist must be decided by 
the police, the courts and the traffic 
bureau. If the former, they maintain, 
the offender’s permit should be re- 
voked until he learns the regulations; 
if the latter, he should be fined a suf- 
ficient amount to impress him with 
the importance of driving within the 
law. ‘ : 

The specific instance of this young- 
ster is held to be typica) of his youth- 
ful class which is believed to include 
one of the most dangerous elements of 
the local traffic situation. Another of 
the specific sins of this group which 
arouses the animus of a host of traffic 
authorities is the practice of over- 
joading their vehicles. Three, four, and 
occasionally five passengers in the driv- 
er’s seat are not uncommon sights m 
cars driven by this class Yet the law 
specifically requires that the driver ve 
in a position to control ais car at all 
times; an obvious impossibility under 
such circumstances and a factor of 
importance in court decisions in cases 
involving this factor.

20 to 25, Healthiest Time 
of Life, Survey Reveals 


Young Adults Freest From Sickness, U. S. Public 
Health Service Reports After 24, Years Study 
of Hagerstown as Typical City. 


The age period in which human be- 
ings are most free from sickness is be- 
tween 20 and 25 years, according to a 
report by Surgeon General Hugh S. 
Cumming, of the United States Public 
Health Service, following a study of 
more than two years. 

Hagerstown, Md., with a population 
of more than 8,000, was the city select- 
ed for the study of persons of all ages 
because it was regarded as representa- 
tive of the small city of the middle- 
Eastern section of the United States. 
Its population was kept under contin- 
uous observation for two and a half 
years. So far as is known, it is the 
first study of its kind made in the 
world. 

While records are available for special 
groups, such as children attending 
school and persons in factories, this 
survey included babies and small chil- 
dren, women in their homes, invalids 
and the aged, and in fact, all persons 
comprising a typical population. 

One of the most striking discover- 
les made was that respiratory illnesses 
accounted for more than half of the 
illnesses of all ages. Aside from the 
causes, 


cold,” it was found that each principal 
period of life is characterized by cer- 
tain causes of illness. 


In childhood illnesses other than 
respiratory are due chiefly to the 
communicable diseases, such as measles, 
whooping cough, chicken pox, diph- 
therla and scarlet fever, to diseases 
and conditions of the skin, ears, eyes, 
and teeth, and to nervous and diges- 
tive disorders. 

In older ages illness other than 
respiratory is caused by the so-called 
“organic group” of diseases and con- 
ditions—those of the circulatory sys- 
tem, nervous system, and the kidneys. 
Illnesses resulting from all of these 
causes are at their lowest incidence in 
adolescence and young adult ages. . 

The only major causes which result 
in a higher rate of sickness in young 
adult ages than in any other:.age are 
puerperal conditions, and these, of 
course, relate to females only. Cer- 
tain specific causes of illness do have 
their higher incidence of sickness in 
the young adult ages, such as venereal 
diseases, typhoid fever and pulmonary 
tuberculosis, but compared with other 
causes, they do not result in a very
